“sheommittee's Evaluation of Itself (Fron Annual Report) 


Within the past year there has been a ten per cant reduction of professional 
personnel in the U.S. Government concerned with research in petroleum intelligence 
o) the Sino-Soviet Bloc. Hitherto "the effort of this professional resource has 
bean directed primarily to intelligence matters related to the USSR portion of 
the Bloc, It is anticipated, however, that in the future more effort will be 
concentrated on problens surrounding Communist China and the Asiatic Satellites. 
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"Research related to military petroleum consumption having been accomplished, 

the civil consumption of petroleum in other Blercountries /than Eest Germany and 
Rumania] represents an outstanding critical deficiency. Except as indicated above, 
no. research is currently scheduled on this deficiency by any member agency. 


™o member agency has sehednled any research on the subject of estimates of . 
stockpiles which subject is considered to be related to the problem of storage. 


"The Subcommittee directed considerable effort to the establistment of Agraed 
Basic Statistica for selected phases of the petroleum economy of the Bloc. 

The statistics for the USSR were deposited in FY 1955, Similar statistics for 
the es Satellites and Communist China will be deposited during calencar 
year 1955, 


"The Subcommittee recognizes that it has not realized its full potential as a 
vehicle for improving intelligence research. The Subcommittee has, however, 
advanced and improved the development of petroleum intelligence on the Sinoe 
Soviet Bloc, It has served to identify deficiencies in petroleum intelligence 
and has monitored effort to fi11 such deficiencies, It has also provided a 
practical mechanism for the review and preliminary coordination of member 
agencies? substantive research and intelligences problems of mutual, interest, 


"Attention is invited to the substantive portion of the Subconm) ttee's future 
program outlined above. The physical organization of the Subcomnittee is 
considered adequate to serve its Terma of Reference which Terms of Reference 
the Subcommittee indicates no desire to changes 


"The Subcommittee met formally five (5) times during FY 1955. Efforts will 
be made to meet in the future at baal of not less than 6 weeks and not 
more than 8 weeks even in the absente of a full agenda. 


"Although representatives have continued to review and coordinate member 
agencies! substantive papers on an informal basis, it is plenned that more 
time will be allotted to the formal review of such papers by the Subcomnittee 
as a whole." 


Secretariat's Evaluation of Subcomnittee Activities 


This subcommittee also has developed a strong commmity sense. Thus, it 
obtained EIC approval last spring for undertaking its ow coordinated study 
to meet a comuunity-recognized priority defielency in research (i.8,., on 
Peacetine Consumption of POL by Soviet silitary Forces) and has had pare 
ticular success in reaching approximate agreement on basic statistics in its 
field. Some inconvenience has been caused the Subcommittee by differences 
in the level of security clearance of various participantss and in recent 
months the practice has been followed of calling an inclusive regular 
meeting about once in two months with more restricted informal gatherings 
either immediately following or at intervening times. Altogether this 
group is functioning more and more effectively and has shown particular 
initiative in working out solutions to interagency (and even intraeagency) 
problems,
